Columbia, 8S. C., December 9.-—(Special.)— 
Governor Tillman today submitted to the 
legislature a message in which he says:

The Republicans of Today Are Imbued

TRYING .70 STEAL SEVERAL STATES 


It Is This That Has Brought Dem- 
ocratic|Leaders Together. 


HIGH-HANDED PROCEEDINGS IN WYOMING 


Which Should Be Rebuked by All Honest 
People—How the Republicans Are 
Trying to Get the Senate. 


New York, December ¥.—(Special.)—The 
following official statement was handed out 
tonight by Senator Gorman. 

Senators Carlisle, Brice and Gorman, in 
reply to inquiries as to the object of their 
visit to New York, said they had no hesi- 
tation in stating what it was. The state 
ment made in the public press that they 
were here for the purpose of conferring with 
President-elect Cleveland in reference to 
an extra session and the policy of the incom- 
ing administration, was they said, without 
warrant; there was absolutely no truth in 
t. 

The democrats of the senate are very 
much concerned about the publications 
which indicate that there is an organized 
attempt to reverse the will of the people 
expressed at the late election. It was un- 
derstood by everybody until within the past 
few days that the democrats had not only 
elected the president and vice president and 
a large majority of the house of representa- 
tives, but that they would have a clear ma- 
jority of the senate of the United States, 
thus enabling the measures for which the 
democratic party stood in the campaign to 
be enacted into laws. To the astonishment 
of all it was found that the attempt to 
change the political complexion of the legis- 
latures in Kansas, Nebraska, Wyoming, 
Montana, North Dakota and California was 
seriousy under way. Hence the’ senator 
said their visit here was to confer with the 
campaign committee of the democratiz 
national committee and to take such meas- 
ures as it was possible to prevent the con 
summation of the threatened outrage. 

What They Will Do. 

They came to New York to confer with 
such members of the campaign committee 
of the national committee as are presen‘, 
and they hope before leaving to confer with 
the entire committee. 

In reply to the question ““What can your 
Pee, aga: do in a case of that sort?” it was 
said: 

“The national committee ean do nothing 
more than to: counsel with the commit- 
teemen from each of the atates that 
are threatened by these retufping boards. 
and with the chairman of the state central, 


ment and advice as each of the several cases 
may require. The main work must be done 
by residents of the various states, but we 
can encourage them and be kept fully in- 
formed so that when a contest comes before 
the United States senate all the informaion 
and all the facts may be properly brought 
before that body, and we may not be in the 
position that we were in the Montana case 
where the democrats unquestionably car- 
ried the state and a majority of the legisla- 
ture and yet by sharp manipulation, two re- 
publican senators were seated. In _ short. 
what we desire to do is to see that the will 
of the people is properly recorded in the 
election of senators in the states named.”

“What evidence is there that the attempt 
has been made in an organized way to 
count out the democratic senators?’ 

“The public press this morning published 
a telegram from Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
which states that in Carbon county the 
clerk of the county, who is a republican, by 
throwing out the returns fron. one pre- 
cinct in that county re-elected himself and 
elected the republican legislative delegation 
which is sufficient to give the republicans 
control of the state. In other words, the 
politic@l complexion of the state probably 
turns upon that one delegation.

The Income Tax. 

The expenses of our government are so 
enormous, and continue to increase at 
such a rate, that the average taxpayer 
is beginning to feel that his burdens are 
oppressive and unjust. 

How to readjust our system of taxation 
so that it will bear more fairly and equally 
upon our people and their various inter- 
ests is one of the problems now pressing 
for a solution. Among the many sugges- 
tions advanced, the one in favor of an 
income tax seems to receive the most 
favorable attention. It has been success- 
fully tried in several countries in Europe, 
and we tried it in this country directly 
after the war. It is a fair and a just tax. 
The man whose property is in the shape 
of cash, stocks, etc., ought not to be ex- 
empt from taxation any more than his 
neighbor whose visible property in the 
shape of a home catches the eye of the 
tax assessor. The latter cannot escape, 
because his possessions defy concealment; 
the former can hide his wealth in his 
pocket. We need, to correct this in- 
justice, a law that will tax incomes. Some 
advocate a graded tax exempting incomes 
under a certain sum. This is a matter of 
detail for further consideration at the 
proper time, but for the present it is 
enough to discuss the genera’ proposi- 
tion that we should have an income tax. 
The revenue raised in this manner would 
be so considerable that the taxes on all 
classes of visible »roperty would be great- 
ly reduced, an’. the poor man’s cottage 
would no le.ger be in-danger of a 
forced sale every year. One of the main 
objections u' ged against this plan is that 
it would tempt men to perjure them- 
selves to escape the tax. Strict laws, 
watchful officials and swift punishment 
would %e sufficient. Under the proper 
system a man with an income of $100,000 
a year would not risk the penitentiary in 
a iash effort to falsify his returns. | 

The justice of the system is apparent 
ata glance. If property must be taxed, 
then there is no sense in exempting one 
class because it happens to be in the 
shape of a big income that would buy up 
a hundred heavily taxed little cottages. 
If it should be felt by the rich to an 
unpleasamt extent, the answer is that as 
they are interested more than others in 
a stable government and the machinery 
with which it protects life and property, 
it is only fair that they should pay pro- 
portionately for the benefits they receive. 

It is a good sign to see the interest felt 
in this question, and it is safe to pre- 
dict that something good will result from 
the discussion. 


The Waiting Game. 


The international monetary conferences 
is now, after a good deal of buzzing, at 
the very point where it started, with this 
exception—that a monometallist college 
professor, who is one of the American 
delegates, has informed the conference 
and the nations of Europe that are sup- 
posed to be listening with their ears. to 
the ground, that the United States will 
never consent to the free coinage of silver 
unless they obtain the consent and co- 
operation of Europe. , 
The information comes with a lumber- 
ing sound, mainly because it belongs to 
the body of doctrine which the British 
bankers paid a few of our statesmen to 
accept in 1873. It is no wonder that 
the proceedings of the conference have 
suddenly fetched up against a solid wall 
of ignorance and doubt. Word came yes- 
terday that the meeting has now reached 
a point where it is proper to wait and 
see what the congress of the United 
States proposes to do. Queerly enough, 
members of congress, especially in the 
senate, are of the opinion that the time 
has arrived when they should wait until 
the conference has concluded its labors. 
And there you are; face to face with 
futility in its wildest and most desperate 
form. 
There is the best reason in the world 
why this should be so, and that is because 
every method of dealing with the silver 
question, save one, is hopelessly futile. 
When we see the representatives of the 
United States practically begging the na- 
tions of Europe to dictate their financial 
policy we may know the times are out of 
joint. How long will it be before some 
half-assimilated patriot on this side will 
be urging the people of this country to 
submit their political policy to European 
arbitration. There is just as much reason 
why the people of this republic should 
permit Europe to dictate their politics, 
as that they should permit it to dictate 
their financial policy. | 

We can only point to the sturdy inde 
pendence of Great Britain in these things, 
and implore those who are set to rule 
over us to display a similar self-respect.

In fine, its effect has 
been to change the free coinage issue 
from a policy to a necessity, in order to 
save the country from a financial crash 
that would be felt even in the remote 
parts of Europe.

Louls Kossuth is dying at the age of 
ninety. 

The great Hungarian patriot has had a 
life of disappointment, misfortune and 
persecution. One the other hand, he is 
so gifted, high-minded and self-sacrificing 
that his name is honored in all lands, 
and no man has a word to utter save in 
his praise. 

His one great object in life—the inde- 
pendence of Hungary—seems as far off 
as ever. And yet, in the best sense of 
the word, this man cannot be called a 
faiure. His devotion to liberty, his daunt- 
less courage, his eloquent and lofty sen- 
timents have inspired the youth of all 
nations, and they will live if history 
and in song for ages 

Was such a man a falure? The suc-. 
cess he most desired eluded him, but in 
many other ways, never contemplated by 
him, he was brilliantly successful. Im- 
prisoned, banished, an exile nearly all 
nis life, and in the depths of poverty most 
of the time, he was still a heroic figure, 
and} millions who never saw him loved 
and admired him. 

Kossuth’s ideas will live, and his dream 
of democracy will some day be a reality. 
History will say that he was unsuccess- 
ful in his time but he was not a failure. 


Fire-Proof Buildings. 

The architects of Illinois have been dis- 
cussing the so-called fire-proof buildings 
which are so numerous in Chicago. 

These edifices dre constructed of steel 
and iron frames, filled in with terra cotta 
fire proofing, and inclosed with a veneer 
of stone or brick. The burning of the 
Chicago Athletic Association’s new build- 
ing on November ist has caused people 
The 
building was ten stories high, 80x172 feet, 
with side and rear walls of solid masonry. 
The front wall was similar, but had iron 
columns running from top to bottom. The 
fire insurance companies wrote large pol- 
icies, believing that no fire would cause 
a loss of moére than 5 or 10 per cent. 
The fire originated in a lower room, and 
instead of going through the floors, passed 
through the elevator shaft and other open- 
ings. On the eighth floor the fire proof- 
ing around the columns came off and the 
iron was twisted. The terra cotta and 
stone front of the building, the fire proof- 
ing and the iron work in exposed places 
were damaged. The architects in their 
report say that terra cotta is no protec- 
tion unless it is better secured in its 
plate than under the present plan of con- 
struction. ° The columns in the solid brick 
walls were not affected by the heat, but 
the water thrown on the hot material in 
other portions of the building wrought 
more damage than the fire. The entire 
loss was $201,000, or two-thirds of the 
insurance. 

It is evident from these facts that a fire- 
proof building is still a hard thing to find 
in this country.

The Anti-Option Bill. 
New York, December 6.Editor Con- 
stitution: The numerous recent _§arti- 
cles in your paper on the anti-option bfil, 


‘| the last being in your issue of the 30th ultimo, 


and the 4th instant, impel me to add a little 
to the literature on this subject, which I trust 
you will publish. 

In the first place, an exchange is not a 
‘“‘combination,’’ “clique,” “syndicate” or ‘‘con- 
spiracy.”” The members of the exchanges, 
as a rule, are not operators, in Gollusion with 
each other for the p of making the mar- 
ket go either one way or the other. There are 
operators, if ig true, included in the member- 
ship of exchanges, but they comprise a com- 
paratively small percentage of the member- 
ship. The business done ‘upon the exchanges 
comes from all parts of the world, and the 
principals back of the obligations entered into, 
as a rule, are not members of the exchanges, 
but find their habitation in all parts of the 
globe. It is also a fact that a large proportion 
of the business transacted is based upon for- 
eign contracts for shipment or for consumption 
in this country. A favorite accusation against 
the exchanges is that prices are manipulated, 
that the great volume of business shows that 
it is manipulation and the result therefrom 
is lower prices. The only logical conclusion 
to be drawn from such statements as these 
would be, that the larger the business the lower 
the price. How then is it, if the exchanges 
have such a power at their command for the 
depression of prices, that they have not made 
use of it within the last three months, and 
put the price lower. than ever, concurrent 
with the largest business that has ever been 
done? The fact is large business is done when 
prices are advancing, and the lower the prices 
the smaller the business. This fact can be 
verified By any one who wishes to take the 
trouble to look it up. All of which goes to 
show that speculation is an all the time de- 
creasing factor in the problem when prices are 
declining, and the lower the price the more 
speculation withdraws, so that in the mak- 
ing of low prices speculation is something that 
is exerting a less and less influence all the 
time. The reverse of the proposition holds

_lation plays a larger and still larger part as 


ptices advance from day to day, and concur- 
rent with this is a continually increasing vol- 
ume of business, as has been the case within 
the last three months. To say, therefore, 
that speculation exerts only a depressing in- 
fluence is to state something that is not true. 
It does exert and influence both 
for and against prf@@s, but its great- 
est influence is on the side of higher 
prices rather than lower prices. This is why 
the assertion has been made, and truly so, 
that but for the speculation that has recently 
been witnessed in cotton no such advance 
would have been realiged as has been wit- 
nessed, 

In«conclusion, this general proposition may 
ke gufely stated. A large proportion of the 
business world is contigually upon the alert 
for facts that will govern the making of prices 
of all staple articles, The making of prices is 
the consensus of W + widé-spread opinion that 
finds its expression ‘inf the great commerce 
of the world. If this ¢ontentrated opinion is 
that there is too much:of an article and the 
price is toe high, the result is a decline inev- 
itably: if, on the other hand, the concentrated 
opinion is that there is‘an insufficient quantity 
of an article and thé price is low, an advance 
will follow. This is thé law of supply and de- 
mand, and no set of men that frade in the ex- 
changes of the country can any more interfere 
with its operation than a child, standing in 
front of a locomotive can arrest its movement.

ECHOFRS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


A Tax Payer Sug¢ests. 

Editor Constitution—I find by referring to 
the tax receivers in Georgia that the people 
do not pay an ad valorem tax in this state, 
but are taxed on futures. For instance, a 
poor man buys a farm for $1,000 and gives 
his notes for the purchase money, payable in 
two years, and secures the payment of the 
purchase money for said farm. Now, he 
is subject for the taxes on said farm, and 
his creditor is subject for the taxes on the 
$1,000 worth of solvent notes that he haids 
against the land. It turns out that the debtor 
holds $500 worth of notes and other chattle 
property. 

Now the state of Georgia says that this poor 
debtor shail not be allowed to deduct his lia- 
bilities out of his chattle property, but shall 
be required to pay the taxes on the land and 
the $500 worth of notes and chattle property, 
and the creditor shall be required to pay taxes 
on the $1,000 worth of notes he holds against 
the said debtor. Now, it seems to me, this 
is a great imposition on the debtor; taxing 
him on his future crops that he expects to 
draw from the said farm for the purpose of 


aying for it. 

r t » Moose to me that the debtor is paying 
taxes on $1,500 worth of preesey when, in 
truth and in fact, he is only worth $500 and 
owes $1,000. I think this is a great hard- 
ship on the debtor and it ought to be reme- 
died. It is certainly worse than the Mc- 
Kinley bill. I humbly ask every legislator 
to look into the matter.at once. The people 
should be taxed equally on all their actual 
worth, and that is all on which they should 
pay taxes. Every individual should be allow- 
ed to deduct the amount of his liabilities 
from his money, notes and other chattle

THE FAMOUS SCOTT-HAYES ISSUE. 


More Than $40,000 Involved in the Deal. 
How the Bill Will Be Reported. 
The Attorney General. 


Tho finance committee of the house yester- 
day agreed to report Tavorably a bill to pay 
the “Scott’’ and ‘‘Hayes’’ bonds, which! was 
repudiated by the legislature of 1875. — 

Over $40,000 will be required to pay these 
bonds, if the bill recommended by the finance 
committee becomes a law. The proposition is 
to redeem them by a special issue of tew 
bonds bearing 41-2 per cent interest. 

For twenty years past the effort has been re- 
peatedly madde to have the state reorganize 
and-pay these bonds. The legislature of 1875 
appointed Dr. Bozeman to assist the state 
treasurer in investigating the validity of the 
claim of the bondholders. The report rendered 
was unfavorable to the bonds, holding that 
there was good reason to believe they were 
part of the bonds which it was claimed had 
been redeemed and then sold again by Henry 
Clews & Co, who were financial agents of 
the state at that time. 

At the last session of the legislature, how- 
ever, Judge Kibbee, attorney for the bond- 
holders, having been hammering away at 
legislature after legislature, had passed a 
resolution directing the attorney general to 
investigate and report on the legality of the 
vonds. Attoruey ceneral Little aid this and 
reported that the bonds were undoubtedly le- 
gai, and should be paid. The villi recommended 
vy the finance committee yesterday was then 
introduced and the chances are that it will 
be passed. ‘When the bonds matured fn 1871- 
i2 their face value was $20,500. Interest all 
these years has run the amount up to over 
$40,000, and that is the amount of the state’s 
debt, if the bonds are recognized by law. Part 
ye ee on" are — oe SE nas & Co., 
oO ew Yo and part fis es of 
Rhode Island.

‘be Scogt bonds are parts of an issue made 
in aid of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
under authority of law and are signed by 
Charles J. McVonald, governor, and J. Craw-:

They bear the impress. of 
the great seal of the state; they bear date 
January, 1840-41 (respectively) and became due 
(respectfully) in 1870-1871, being thirty (30) 
year bonds; they bear interest at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum. 

‘the Hays bonds are known as convention 
bonds. There are sixteen of them, all of the 
denomination of five hundred dollars. They 
are signed by Charles J. Jenkins, governor, 
and countersigned by John Jones, treasurer.

Those Railroad Bills Appear to Be ou Their 
Last Legs. 


The senate has a great deal of work to do 
in the next week and it is,not going dilly- 
dally over matters, The appropriation and 
the tax acts will have precedence over every- 
thing, for they must be put through before 
tonight week, when the first fifty days’ ses- 
sion comes to an end. 

Major Bacon's railroad bills were taken 
from the committee yesterday and recom- 
mitted. This was in the nature of drugging 
them before the final sand bagging, which 
it is the general impression they will be 
victims of. Mr. Clyde’s speech in the com- 
mittee, Mr. Plant’s review, of the situation 
in his letter and the appearance of Major 
D. W. Meldrin as a representative of mi- 
nority interests asking that the bills be 
stifled, settled the. business with them. In 
the smoking rooms yesterday the senators 


discussed the measures and Mr. Clyde’s ar- 


guinent of the night before. The sentiment 
was pronounced on the line that the pra 
posed legislation will hurt the state far 
more than it will help. At first there was 
a disposition to carry this matter over until 
the next session, which will probably be in 
the summer. But since the senators have 
got to pohdering over the question they have 
approached the proposition- of kiling the 
bills now and thus doing for them once for 
all. Such was the talk yesterday, and it 
was more marked than heretofore. The idea 
is that these bills would be a menace, which 
would handicap the development of many 
financial and commercial enterprises. 

_ No one was surprised to find the majority 
in the Richmorfd and Danville and the East 
Tennessee opposing Major Bacon’s bills, but 
when Mr. Comer, who re ents the minor- 
ity stockholders of the Central, sent an at- 
torney to say, to the committee that the 
proposed legislation woulds cripple the in- 
terests he represented, the legislators opened 
their eyes. These bills were intended to 
protect the minority in all the roads, but 
that very interest in the chief system of the 
state takes exactly the same view that the 
majority people express.

HELMS'S DEFENSE 1S~ AN ALIBI 


And an Attack Upon Mrs. Vanghn’s Vir- 
tue—Sensational ings, W it- 
nessed by a Crowded Courtroom. 


Supernumerary Helms was placed on trial 
for assualting Mrs. Vaughn, in Justice Man- 
ning’s court, yesterday morning at 10:30 
o'clock. 

The little courtroom was crowded with 
spectators, and the anteroom was filled 


with witnesses. The trial went on until © 


stopped by darkness, with a short intermis- 
sion at noon. Even then the case was hard- 
ly more than half finished. Adjournment 
was taken until Monday morning,. ‘when 
the case will be resumed. 

The interest in the trial was great, as 
evidenced by the large attendance and close 
dttention paid to the testimony. Of the 
classes in attendance the policemen prepon- 
derated. Helm’s father, himself a veteran 
of the blue coat and billy, was present, as- 
sisting his son in the conduct of the case. 

Mr. Jerome Simmons represented Helms. 
Mr. W. J. Albert prosecuted the investiga- 
tion for the state. At times the evidence 
was humorous; at others tragic. 

Mrs. Vaughn in Court. 


Mrs. Vaughn was in the courtroon, seat- 
ed by her husband. She is still a young wo- 
man, and not bad looking. She wore a 
neat gray cloak, a dress of dark green stuff, 
and a natty Alpine hat. A veil accentuat- 
ed the pallor of her face. Her face is col- 
orless, but at times during the trial, when 
delicate points were touched upon, it 
flushed up slightly, and her eyes betrayed 
the intensity of her feeling. Frequently her 
virtue was brought into question, and dam-. 
aging things were said to her. At such 
times she bent forward with eyes aflash, 
and hands clinched, as.if she would spring 
upon the witness. Twice she reached for 
a& poker as if she intended to strike the 
witnesses. When witnesses spoke of her 
in that way her lips moved, and she mur- 
mured a denial to what was taking her 
character away. Once when Patrolman 
Powell made some damaging statement 
conterning her, she, half rising, burst out: 
“You've got to prove that, sir!” Her hus- 
band pushed her back. “He’s got to prove 
it,”’ he said, himself somewhat excited. Sev- 
eral times Vaughn interrupted witnesses. 
He seemed deeply agitated all the time, and 
would break in when the defendant’s wit- 
nesses were testifying, and deny what was 
being said. His attorney had to quiet him 
four or five times. 

Young Helms sat in a corner, listening 
to the proceedings, never betraying interest 
in what was going on except when he 
would lean forward to whisper in his at- 
torney’s ear. 

His Defense an Alibi. 


Lawyer Simmons announced that Helms’s 
defense was an alibi, and this he said would 
be proven. Three or four witnesses were in- 
troduced to establish the alibi, but the main 
strength of the defense lay in the attacks 
upon Mrs. Vaughn’s character. There was 
some squabble over admitting evidence at- 
tacking her virtue. Lawyer Albert argued 
that it was not admissible, as Helms de- 
nied being at her home. It was admitted. 


The Prosecution. 


Four witnesses only; were sworn for the 
prosecution at the morning session, Mrs. 
Vaughn, her cook, Patrolman Daniels and 
r. Vaughn. In thé afternoon two other 
witnesses were brought«in, one testifying 
to being an eye witness to the assault. 
This eye witness proved to be a poor witness 
after all, as he admitted on the stand that 
he had been promised a $5 present to testi- 
fy in the case. He held to the truth of his 
testimony, however. 

Mrs. Vaughn was the first witness sworn. 
She told in low tones of the assault upon 
her. All the while she appeared embar- 
rassed at the nature of her recital. She 
said Helms ceme to her house about 9 
o'clock Thursday morning, and wanted to 
come in. She refused to let him in but he 
showing his pistol and badge, pushed his 
Way in, in spite of her efforts to keep him 
back.

An Important Meeting of the Grand Jury 
Yesterday Morning. 


| 
CUNNINGHAM GHARGED WITH ASSAULT. 


General Delk Indicted for the Murder of 
Tom Evans; Alsoa Prisoner Named 
Johnson, iorAiding and Abetting. 


The grand jury of Fuitou county. held a 
very important meeting yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Several true bills were found, and nota- 
bly among them was one against Fred 
Cunningham, charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder. 

The parties assaulted were John Roberts, 
& farmer who lives about six miles from 
Atlanta on the Southwestern road, and 
his little boy. 

They were assaulted near East Point, 
Ga., last Wednesday evening. 

The little boy is now in a very critical 
condition by reason of the fearful injuries 
sustained, and if the little fellow dies, an- 
other indictment will be found charging the 
defendant with murder. 

Mr. Roberts Before the Grand Jury. 

Mr. Roberts appeared before the grand 
jury yesterday morning. 

He presented a very pathetic spectacle as 
he appeared before that body of investiga- 
tion. 

His head was almost completely obscured 
by a large white rag, while he carried his 
right arm in a sling. 

‘He was wrapped in a thick heavy, over- 
coat and, from his facial expression, ap- 
peared to be in a great deal of pain 

His features were terribly emaciated 
while his eyes were frightfully swollen and 
bloodshot. 

Several pieces of lead had been extracted 
from the back of his head and arm. and 
the wounds, while not considered dangerous 
were such as to produce a great deal of 
suffering. 

He stood it manfully, however, and to 
those who saw him yesterday morning be- 
fore he entered the jury reom, he appeared 
as cheerful and pleasant as he could well 
be under the circumstances. 

The result of the evidence produced before 
the grand jury was such as to warrant 
the issuance of a true bill, and accord- 
ingly the assailant, Fred Cunningham, 
was indicted for agsault with intent to 
murder. 

The that was used in the shooting 
together with a heavy pair of brogan shoes, 
were submitted as a part of the evidence 
before the jury. 

Story of the Assault. 


last Wednesday morning, in the early 
twilight, Mr. Roberts aud his son started 
to Atlanta with a wagon full of produce. 

They had not proceeded far before a 
deafening sound proceeded from the bushes, 
and the mule in front of the wagon reared 
up on his hind legs. 

Simultaneously Mr. Reuberts feit in his 
side a very painful sensation. 

Looking around as well as he could in 
the very uncertain light, which was all 
the more dense on account of the smoke, 
he perceived that his son was frightfully 
bleeding and seemed to be writhing in mor- 
tal agony. 

The sound of retreating footsteps was 
hegrd in the distance, but nothing whatever 
could be seen of the assailants. 

Picking his boy up, the farmer carried 
him to the nearest house, a negro cabin, 
and hastily summoned a doctor. 

Nineteen squirrel shot were extracted 
from his own body, while the wounds of 
the little fellow were carefully bound and 
oo sufferings alleviated as much as possi- 

e. 

An examination of the spot where the 
shooting occurred revealed the appearance 
of footprints in the sand. 

These tracks were followed up and they 
led to the house of Fred Cunningham. 

an old feud had existed for years be- 
tween Roberts and Cunningham, and the 
assault of last Wednesday was supposed to 
be the issue of it. 

Cunningham, it appears, had assumed 
the dispute of a man by the name of Head 
who had formerly had a quarrel with Mr. 
Roberts. 

He rendered himself very offensive and 
the story goes that he frequently rocked 
_ only the farmer Rimself, but his good 
wife. 

(Raberts and Cunningham had subse- 
quently had a very severe figif and Mrs. 
Roberts had made an effort to separate the 
belligerants. 

All the cirenmstances of the shooting 
of last Wednesday were such as to fasten 
the guilt upon Fref Cunningham. 

He was therefore arrested by Sheriff 
Morrow and placed in the Fulton county 
jail.
